Suaflettion for the Future. 


The Cnlcago Inter Ocean gives some 


Idea of the value ot the state republi- 
can convention to the city of Spring- 
field. 
It says that the candidates, 
delegates, alternates 
and 
visitors 


number fully 6,000. They have now 
been In session six days, and a con- 
servative estimates places the amount 
of money spent for hotel accommoda- 
ations and Incidentals, exclusive of rail 
road fares at »300,000. Already hun- 
dreds of visitors have been forced to 
worthy to enter Into the stalls where 
the feed is dry and wholesome, 
The gubernatorial candidates 
have 


been on the most friendly terms. Who 
three months ago or even ten days ago 
would have dared to predict that dur- 
ing the hottest times In the convention 
Sherman and Tates would 
be seen 


cracking jokes with each other. Yet 
this has happened. Hamlin and Yates 
have passed with mpst genuine greet- 
ings and have talked and joked with 
each other on the situation. All candi- 
dates for this high office 
have been 


equally friendly with each other. This 
relationship has extended through the 
hall to the men in the chairs. 
It is remarkable that after an entire 


week of this deadlock these 1600 men 
are in bettPr humor and on better 
terms with each other than they were 
the day they began business in the 
arsenal. 
They have pounded each other with 


paper wads, they have fought 
with 


their banners and marched through 
each other's battle lines, they have en- 
gaged In the most riotous demonstra~ 
tions day after day and night after 
night and yet there has never been a 
harsh word not one wrangle or fight. 
No blow has been severe enough to 
arouse anger. The rioters and counter 
rioters have fought their battles of 
shouting and noise, laughing and taunt- 
ing each other. A pushing, struggling, 
crowding, writhing mass of humanity, 
these men have stood a test the like 
of which this country 
has 
probably 


never seen. The remarkable feature of 
this convention after' all la not the 
deadlock In which it finds itself, not 
In the number of ballots, not in the 
character of fflie candidates, but In 
the standard and character of the rank 
and file of the delegates who arc here 
representing .their constituency. 


Many pleasant friendships have been 


made among tttb delegates /that would 
return to their home^i beca-use of lack 
of funds, and more men are hard up 
In Springfield today than there has 
been In a generation. Headquarters of 
candidates have been converted Into 
16an 
and brokers' offices. Delegates 


from the country districts who came 
expecting to stay three or four days, 
have exhausted their 
financial re- 


sources and have been compelled to 
borrow money. To prevent their dele- 
gates from going home the candidates 
have been compelled to lend th*m liv- 
ing expenses. Governor Yates Is said 
to have loaned money to fully one- 
half his country delegate Eighty-five 
percent of the governor's delegates are 
said, to be farmers and the long delay 
in the convention ha* worked a great 
hardship with them. In addition to 
being short of money, they have been 
compelled to abandon their work In 
the midst of the corn planting season. 
About 2,500 delegates and alternates 
have attended the convention. 
At 


least a. thousand of these are borrow- 
ing money from candidates or t'Jeir 
political friends. It costs them on an 
average of at least (3 a day for room; 
some who came with only a valise, In- 
tending to make the nomination and 
go- back home on the next train, are 
getting distrusted 
and 
discouraged. 


They did not suppose they were going 
to camp out for a week; and yet. In 
the face of all this, they good humored- 
ly accept all the annoyances, vote In 
a solid block, stic* to their man and 
pound along.

Who 
three months ago or even ten days ago 
would have dared to predict that dur- 
ing the hottest times in the convention 
Sherman and Yates would 
be seen 


cracking Jokes with eafih other. Yet 
this has happened. Hamlin and Yates 
have passed with most genuine greet- 
ings and have talked and joked with 
each other on the situation.

MR. KERRICK ON CATTUE PRICES. 


The Chicago Daily 
News secured 


from many shippers of cattle to the 
Chicago markets their opinions as tc 
causes for the present low prices of 
beef on the hoof. 
Among others, in- 


quiry was made of L. H. Kerrick of 
Bloomington, 111., for years a producer 
of many of the best beef cattle that 
have reached market. To this inquiry 
Mr. Kerrick replied as follows: 
lo 


your question, 'What in my oplnioi 
is the cause of the reduced profits 
thut cuttle feeders are now compelled 
to accept for their product?' I will say 
The expression, 'reduced profits, 
is

—nothing but losses. To this condltloi 
many causes have contributed, among

Probably If the net of It could 
be ascertained correctly It would ap- 
pear thiil fur the lust fifteen years al- 
together there has been a loss to the 
beet 
producer. 
My 
opinion is that 


beef rnakerafln the'com belt have come 
to the. conclusion that they can not 
make beef with any profit at the av- 
erage pi-Ices that have prevailed the 
past twenty-five, years, and they are 
going out of business everywhere— 
not all of them, but very many of 
them They are cleaning house. 
They 


are letting their stuff 
go, old 
and 


young, male and female, fat and half 
fat and not tit all fat. The sustained 
excessive receipts of all kinds of cat- 
tle except good finished thick beeves 
seem to favor the view I take.

For Booze Enjoyed Seventy-five 


Years Ago.

treaty with the five civilized tribes of 
Indians under which the members of 
the tribes were to be sent to Indian 
territory and given 640 acres of land 
each. The agreement also provided 
that each child in the tribe should be 
given a deed to 320 acres of land but 
before-the deeds were made the In- 
dians were to present themselves to 
the commanding officer of the post at 
Dancing Rabbit an* register. 


Charles Harper, a full blooded Choc- 


taw Indian, who was also a Baptist 
preacher and a well educated man, vis- 
ited the post shortly after the treaty 
was made and asked to be allowed to 
register. The commander was drunk 
a'nd in a fighting mood and instead of 
complying with. Harper's request he 
threw him out'. Harper 
became' dis- 
gusted and left the country coming to 
Illinois where he settled in Salem, next 
door to the father of Nancy Hanks, 
who afterwards became the mother of 
Abraham Lincoln, 


James B. Harper of Peoria Is the 
grandson of Charles Harper, the In- 
dian preacher. Through his attorneys, 
he has filed his claims with the Dawes 
Indian cdmmission. 
Harper claims

a. similar case that where an attempt 
was made to register, the claim to the |^t
